WOMAN DIES IN CHICAGO, 
CLAIMING AN AGE OF 132. 


Mrs. Ellen Stewart, dette’: Was Born, 
According to Her Statement, Before 
the Revolutionary War Began. 


A woman who, according to her own re- 
port, was living at the time of the Boston 
tea party and the meeting of the first con- 
tinental congress died yesterday at the 
Home for Aged and Infirm Colored People, 
610 Garfield boulevard. If the reports of her 
age should be correct, she was the oldest 
person in Illinois, and possibly in the United 
States. | 

The woman was Ellen Stewart, a slave be- 
fore the civil war, three times married, and 
mother of four children, the last of whom 
died several years ago of old age. According 
to her story, she was born in 1770, and con- 
sequently was 132 years old. The officials of 
the institution in which she died, after an in- 
vestigation as thorough as could be made, 
credited her statement. 

„% From what we have been able to learn we 
are satisfied that her account of her remark- 
able age is true.“ said the superintendent of 
the home. 

Although Mrs. Stewart probably never 
knew what kept her alive, she was 4 years 
old when oxygen was discovered. She was 11 
years old at the time of the surrender of 


Cornwallis. 
Until within a few months of her death 


the woman was in complete control of her 
senses, and told many stories of men and 
women distinguished in the earlier days of 
Virginia and Kentucky. She was born in 
Virginia. Her first husband, a man named 
Smith, and their child were sold and she 
never saw them again. Then she became 
Mrs. Washington, and finally Mrs. Stewart. 
Her last husband died before she left Vir- 
ginia, previous to the civil war.

tucky, and at the outbreak of the war she 
was permitted to join her son Isiah in Chi- 
cago.

THREATEN TO “GET EVEN” 


Money Powers Restrain Specula- 
tors by Putting Up Loan 
Rates and Refusing 

Extensions.

New York, Oct. 10.—{Special. -In the pres- 
ent tight money situation Chicago banks 
have drawn down their New York funds to 
the point of leaving only a working balance. 
Wall street has missed this money at a time 
when it was most needed. The large insti-+ 
tutions find no fault with Chicago bankers for 
protecting home interests. The act is com- 
mended as both legitimate and prudent. 

But at the same time 
pected to stand alone and look out for itself 
in any emergency which should make fresh 
funds desirable at the western center. In 
other words, Chicago need not look to New 
York for help in the sense that smaller banks 
would be provided for. The proportion of 
money to needs in cago is regarded as be- 
ing as great as in New York and in the First 
National, Illinois Trust, Continental, and 
Corn Exchange banks Chicago has, in the 
matter of deposits, institutions that compare 
favorably with those of New York. 


There is great respect entertained for a num- 
der of the presidents of the more promi- 
nent institutions whose business relations 
have made them well known here. The fact 
that relatively large investments have been 
made in Chicago bank stocks by New York 
financters indicatés how well the latter think 
ot western bankers. 


| St. Paul Not to Be Extended. 

It transpired today that conferences be- 
tween the Rockefeller interests in St. Paul 
and the dominating interests in Northern 
Securities company and Union Pacific have 
led to the probability that St. Paul will not 
extend to the Pacific coast. The increase in 
the capital stock for the purpose of pro- 
| viding for such extension or connections had 


the desired result of bringing competitive 


interests to an understanding with the 
people. It is probable the im-

The market has not given a great deal of 
attention to St. Paul in the last few days, and 
the change of plans with reference to Pacific

Controller Ridgely in Street. 

Controller Ridgely came over to New 
York today. He spent the afternoon in the 
street, but did not let it be understood he 
had any other mission than that of a recon- 
noitering, tour. He did not hear anything 
either especially alarming or encouraging. 
The banks still hold the idea that the most 
effective way to ease money is for the treas- 
ury to buy bonds. 


High Money Checks Trading. 

Manipulation of the money market to keep 
the stock market quiet had pronounced effect . 
today. Business was the dullest in weeks. 
There was an irregular advance in securities 
met by a 15 per cent money market and a 
refusal to extend time loans. It is a little 
surprising that with money so high there 
should be such persistent efforts to advance 
the list. 

But the buying is not significant. It does 
not come from the large interests, and it can 
be authoritatively announced that operators 
with large means are not doing anything in 
stocks at this time. They are following the 
suggestion of the banks and holding off nn 
the money outlook clears. 


Ref use to Extend Loans. 

Some brokers reported today that sources 
which have supplied them with money were 
making it more difficult tc secure accommo- 
dations. One house which offered all dividend 
paying railroad stocks as collateral was re- 
fused extension of a time loan. 

It may be noticed that in the last week 
nothing concerning their future movements 
has been heard of the large speculative pools 
so prominent a short time ago. Any mention 
that may have been made of them was to the 
effect that they were liquidating, and this was 
the truth of the matter. One prominent firm 
‘which had loans with New England banks 
was told to pay them off, and that house has 
been gradually letting go of stocks in the 
present week. 


Figure Reading’s Strike Profit. 

Although every effort put forth to terminate 
the strike has been unsuccessful, still there 
was speculation in the street today as to what 
the Reading company would do when the 
atrike should finally be settled. 

It was figured that coal would be advanced 
at least 50 cents a ton. Of this increase 15 
cents would be set aside for the miners and 
85 cents for the company. Taking the normal 
output of the anthracite region at an average 
of 150,000 tons per annum and Reading's 
proposition, including Jersey Central, at 40 
per cent of the whole, the increase in earn- 
ings from an advance in the price of coal 
of 35 cents per ton net, would be approx- 
imately $7,000,000. Nimble traders have hit 
upon this probability as a good reason for 
purchasing Reading stock, 


Bank Statement May Be Favorable. 

Tomorrow's bank statement should make a 
favorable showing, based on the known 
movements of money and the degree of liqui- 
dation in the stock market. There is, how- } 
ever, the possibility of the flgures not being 
80 favorable as surface indications might 
warrant. These statements can be easily 
made to reflect what the powerful interests 
desire. As it is the intention to discourage 
speculation, the bank statement may be mod- | 
erately coloriess.

cannot legally hold the person arrested in 
custody for a longer period of time than is 
reasonably necessary, under all the circum- | 
stances of the case, to obtain a proper war- 


some tribunal or officer authorized under the 
law to issue such a warrant or order.“ 


Must Get Warrant or Free Man. 

An officer arresting without a warrant 
cannot justify his action in holding or de- 
taining the prisoner for an unreasonable 
time before obtaining a warrant, upon the 
ground that such delay was necessary in 
order to investigate the case and procure 
evidence against the accused. The court 
says the $400 damages awarded the boy after 

ing subjected to ‘the sweating process were 
moderate. 

The opinion was written by Judge Jordan, 
the entire court concurring. It declares 
that the power of detaining persons sus- 
pected of having committed crimes without 
a warrant being issued is not a matter within 
the discretion of the officer making the ar- 
rest, and that any mistreatment of a person 
so detained is sufficient cause for an ~— 
for personal damages. 


Hints at Other Acts. 
‘The court suggests that the treatment ‘of 
prisoners really under arrest by proper proc- 


ess of law at the hands of zealous officers is | 


beyond the authority vested in them, but the 
decision’ deals directly only im the cases of 
persons detained without warrants.

He protested his innocence 80 
persistently that the sheriff returned him to 
his home and ordered him not to leave until 
he called for him. Steele later was taken 
to jail again and threatened. —

Daring Robbery Takes Place Near Lin- 
coln. Neb.—Posse Quickly Picks Up

phone message just received at the police 
station from the town of Woodlawn says 
the St. Louis-Pacific coast Burlington ex- 
press has been held up there. The train left 
Lincoln shortly after 1 a. m. Woodlawn is

The telephone message came from Brake- 
man Moore at a yard station near Lincoln.

IGNORED IN PRESS NOTICE. 


Editor Explains to Authoress He Left 
Out Name Because of Her Expressed 
Aversion to Figuring in Papers. - 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—A curious quarrel hae 
arisen between Marie Corelli, the author, and 
the editor of the Gentlewoman. The latter 
published a letter marked private and con- 
fidential,’’ in which Miss Corelli complained 
that her name was omitted from the list 
of those invited to the royal tnclosure at the 
Braemer Highland gathering. 

As the name of Lady Byron was mentioned, 
and as her ladyship was merely Miss Corelli's 
guest, the author says: 

I can only conclude that my name wae 
purposely omitted.“ 

Miss Corelli requests an explanation, and 
says the omission caused the greatest sur- 
prise and offense to many persons, including 
Lady Byron. 

The editor of the Gentlewoman replies by 
saying that Mise Corelli was quite correct 
in supposing that her name was purposely 
omitted, and that it was in accordance with 
instructions long since given by the editor, 
“in deference to Miss OCoreli’s expressed. 
opinions of newspaper puffs. In all her 
books which the editor had been able to read 
Miss Corelli gloried in an opportunity of ex- 
pressing contempt for the press, and particu- 
larly for those snobs,“ Miss Corelli's fa- 
vorite word, who seek newspaper notoriety.

New York Governor Flays 


Baer When Coal Man 
Resents Effort to 
End Strike. 


BITTER WORDS ARE USED 


Conference ot Senators from Two’ 
States Fatls—Operators Balk 
When Urged to Recog- — 

nize the Union. 


New York, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—The peace- 
maker statesmen and the anthracite coal op- 
erators after two days’ conference in Senator 
Platt's office failed to reach a basis for set- 


tling the strike, and today's conference end- 


ed in bitter feelings and high words. 
Apparently the only concbusion arrived ab 
was that the operators would not negotiate 
on any terms which Senators Platt, Quay,’ 
and Penrose and Gov. Odell were able to 
propose. The operators were represented at 


the conference by President Baer of the 


Reading and E. B. Thomas, chairman of the 
Erie board of directors. 

The conference ended with the understand- 
ing that the operators might make a reply. 
next Tuesday, but after Baer and hie as 
clates met they sent word that it wae im- 
possible to a on 
basis proposed. 

Odell Makes an Offer. 
Gov. Odell laid before the operators the 


proposition that if they would concede to 
the miners an advance of 5 cents a ton in 


the price paid for mining coal he would 


promise that the miners would resume work, 
Being told further that the concession would 
carry with it recognition of the miners’ union 
the operators promptly refused to entertain 
the proposal, and took their leave. 

Gov. Odell would not say tonight whether 
or not it was his intention to call the state 
legislature in extraordinary session to con- 
sider the enactment of a law under which 
the contention between the coal operators 
and the miners might be brought to an one 


Baer in Bad Humor.

Odell Scores Baer. 

Gov. Odell was on his feet in an instant. 
Holding a half burnt cigar in his hand and 
waste with excitement, he said: 

„Are we to understand that no lind ot 
conciliatory proposition will receive con- 
sideration at the hands of the operators?” 

„ did not say that.“ answered Mr. Baer, 
*“ but I do say, and I reiterate ft, that we will 
not accept political advice or allow the inter- 
ference of politicians in this, our affair.“ 

“What do you mean by polHticians? 1 
want you and all the other operators te 
understnd that I am the governor of New 
York, the chosen representative of 7,000,000 
people, and that I am here in this matter 
solely in that .capactty and to relieve if 
possible an intolerable situation. And what 
is more, I intend to use every poweret my 


command to do it.” 


~Baer Apologizes for Words. 

President Baer, evidently appreciating 
that he had gone too far, bowed to Gov, 
Odell and said: 

“ Governor, I beg your pardon. No per 

sonal affront was intended, and we will listen 
to any suggestions you may have to make; 
but again, I repeat, that we must refuse to 
recognize the union, as represented by Mr. 
Mitchell.“ 

“I believe,” said the governor, “that 
your position, from a public view, is abso- 
lutely untenable. , If coal operators, rallroad 
men, and other business men can combine 


for mutual profit and protection, there is 


no reason why laboring men should not.” 


Demands Recognition of Union. 
„What is the propesition r. said Mr. Baer, 


coldly. 

Odell, “Tam sure 
that the labor organization of which Mr. 
Mitchell is head desires him to be fair with 
the general public.

Odell for Speedy Action. 

Gov. Odell was not in a talking mood when 
he left the conference. He went directly to 
the Fifth Avenue hotel, and during most of 
the afternoon received callers.

Baer Comes Set in Determination. 

It was felt by both sides to Thursday's 
strike conference that no negotiations of that 
sort would be complete without the presence 
of Mr. Baer.

COAL SOLD TO NEW YORK POOR. 


Distribution of 1,500 Tons of Anthra- 
cite at 15 Cents a Pail Begins—De-. 
mand Is Pressing. 


New York, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—The dis- 
tribution of 1,500 tons of the stove. and chest- 
nut sizes of anthracite coal to the poor of this 
city at the mere cost of handling it was be- 

n this morning at the Barber yards on 

ater street, right under the Brooklyn 

bridge. 
, Two hundred tons of coal were deposited 
there by representatives of the coal railroads 
Thursday night. The rush of poor people 
for this coal from the time the yard opened 
until it closed in the afternoon showed how 
much some such system of distribution was 
needed. 

As early as 6 o'clock people began to arrive 
and by 7 there was a crowd of over 500 peo- 
ple waiting in front of the yards. At 8 
o'clock it had increased to 1,000, mostly 
women and children, each one equipped with 
a pall, a coal scuttle, a basket, or something 
else in which to carry coal away. 

Mr. Barber prevented confusion by having 
a man at the entrance of the yard sell tickets 
good for one pail of coal to each applicant. 

The applicants were really needy persons 
and their joy at getting coal so reasonably 
was great. They have been paying as high 
as 30 cents and 35 cents a pail for coal since 
the strike, and many of them, who do wash- 
ing for a living have been unable to do any 
work because of the pricé of coal. Today’s 
distribution at 15 cents a pail gave many a 
poor washerwoman a fresh start. 4 

Two days’ supply of coal is all we have.“ 
was the answer to all inquiries today in 
Brooklyn public institutions. 

Deputy Supt. McVean at the Kings county 
hospital said that the employés were suffer- 
ing for want of heat and that only fifteen or 

twenty tons of coal remained. 

In the suburban schools fires were lighted 
today. Only enough coal is on hand in most 
of them to last over Monday should the cool 
snap continue. In Bensonhurst, school No. 
128 has 600 pounds of coal and two days’ 
supply of wood. Other schools have no coal 


classrooms today. 

The situation at the county building is 
serious. Unless coal is supplied within a few 
=e it will be impossible to heat the build- 


The practical effect of Shaw's 
recent instructions to collectors of por 
and other customs officers to facilitate as 
much as possible the importation of coal 
at the present time will be to admit Welsh 
hard coal free of customs duties.

READING DENIES COMBINE 


DECLARES COAL.COMPANIES DID 
NOT FIX PRICES. — 


Answers Application for Institution of 
Suit Under New . York Anti-Trust 
Laws by ‘Proclaiming All Alega- 
tions False—Admits Officers of An- 
thracite Carriers Met “ to Exchange 
Information as to Available Supply 
and Probable Future Demand.“ 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 10.—The Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron company 
has prepared an answer to the application to 
the attorney general of New York for the 
institution of an action against the company 
and others under the anti-trust laws of the 
state. The answer will be filed in New York. 
The most important points set forth in the 
answers are: 7 

A fundamental denial that the company is 
in any manner connected or identified with 
any combination. 

As to the rights of railroads to own mining 
stocks. 

As to circulars fixing the prices of coal. 
The answer avers that the respondent is a 
corporation created primarily to purchase, 
sell, transport, and mine coal, and incident- 
ally to acquire such lands as it may deem ex- 
pedient, and to purchase the stocks of any 
railroad or other corporation.

FOSTER PRAISES THE MINERS. 


Former Secretary of the Treasury Says 
Operators Will Have to Recede 
from Present Position. 


Springfielf, O., Oct. 10.—Charles Foster, 
former secretary of the treasury and gov- 
ernor of Ohio, a delegate to the state confer- 
ence of charities and corrections, was inter- 
viewed today on the outcome of the antlra- 
cite Dal strike. 

The operators will find it to their inter- 
ests, said he, to deal with the anthracite 
miners just as has been done by the opera- 
tors in. the bituminous coal flelds.

Refuses to Surrender Soldier. 


The military authorities have given it out 
that they wili attend to the punishment of 
all soldiers and will not surrender them to 
the civil law. This was shown today by the 
refusal of Col. Hulings at Shenandoah to sur- 
render the sentry who yesterday shot a 
miner. The deputy coroner at first was not 
permitted to serve.subpcenas on the other 
soldiers who were wanted as witnesses, but 
Col. Hulings reversed his decision and noti- 
fled the coroner that the witnesses would not 
be permitted to go outside of the camp, but 
their testimony might be taken in the camp. 

Col. Hulings says the sentry was justified 
in shooting. This ruling has caused ill feel- 
ing.. 

The officers of the Third brigade, with 
headquarters in- this city, made the an- 
nouncement today that the order of Gov. 
Stone to place all persons arrested for rioting 
under a military guard will be etrictly en- 
forced. A stockade is being erected at the 
Ninth regiment's camp and prisoners will be 
confined there.

President Roosevelt, Mr. Willcox, it is said 
on authority, represents all the coal oper- 
ators in this action, and was selected as their 
spokesman. The letter is as follows: 

New York, Oct. 8 19002. To the President 
of the United States ir: Upon June 
7 last I had the honor to address a letter to 
yourself calling attention to the character 
of the United Mineworkers of America. 
The illegality of that organization is fully 
established by the authorities to which I 
then referred and its methods have since been 
again condemned by the Circuit courts ofthe 
United States, (United States vs. Weber, 114 
fed: rep., 950; United States vs. Haggerty, 
116 fed. rep., 510.) 3 

Claims Union Is Illegal. 

In the Weber case, too, the court said: 
It is hardly open to serious question that 
the ultimate purpose of the union is not 
legal.’ Some question has, however, been 
made whether the national government has 
power to take action against it on that ac- 
count, and I therefore desire respectfully to 
submit some considerations which seem to 
establish that it has such power. a4 

“The statute of July 2, 1890, generally 
known as the Sherman act, provides that 
every contract, combination in the form of 
trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce among the ‘sevéral 
states or with foreign nations is hereby de- 
clared to be illegal.” Commerce among the 
states begins when the subjects thereof 
begin to move to their place of destination 
and ends when they are sold. ‘The question, 
therefore, is whether the mineworkers’ com- 
bination constitutes a restraint upon such 
commerce. The view that it does not is based 
upon the contention that this combination 
affects only production of coal within the 
states and not shipments of coal from one 
state to another. It is submitted that this 
distinction is without foundation in the law 
or the facts. 

Quotes Sugar Refining Ruling. — 

“The authority in support of this view 
upon which reliance is principally based is 
the case of United States vs. D. C. Knight 
company, 156, U. S. 1. In that case several 
sugar refineries in Pennsylvania had been 
united to one organisation. The court held 
that this consolidation of interests did not 
come within the statute because it affected 
merely the process of manufacture and had 
no necessary effect upon the shipment of 
the manufactured product out of the state. 
It will be seen that these facts were widely 
different from those involved in the present 
“The coal of the country is the most im- 
portant subject of its interstate commerce. 
The mineworkers’ association consists of a 
combjnation of persons employed in the pro- 
duction of coal in many states of the union. 
Its object and effect are to contro! the terms 
upon which this subject of interstate com- 
merce may be produced at all, either for 
State or interstate shipments. Its direct 
and necessary effect is that no coal shall be 
shipped anywhere within the country unless 
it so permits. . : 


Says Commerce Is Destroyed. 

“This combination, therefore, not mere- 
ly .regtrains but destroys Interstate com- 
merce by preventing the existence of the 
subject matter of such commerce of the 
general public interest and importance. No 
more effective or radical restraint of inter- 
state commerce could be imagined. ; 

The Delaware and Hudson company was 
chartered by the state of New York on April 
23, 1823, for the purpose, as expressed in 


its charter, of furnishing to the state of 
New York a supply of coal found in the 


state of Pennsylvania. As the result of 
the mineworkers’ organization this inter- 
state commerce of this corporation has been 
for the time being in great part destroyed. 
Obviously, a combination which has this 
direct effect upon an established interstate 
business is in every sense a restraint there- 


“ Accordingly, since the Knight case, it 
has been settled that combinations which 
have the effect of restraining shipments out 
of the state are within the prohibition of 
the statute. In the case of the Addyston 
Pipe company vs. United States, 175 U. S., 
211, there was a combination of manufac- 
turers within certain states which restrained 
shipments by the parties out of their re- 
spective states in competition with each 
other, the court said (p. 240): ‘The direct 
and immediate result of the combinaton 
was therefore necessarily a restraint upon 
state commerce in respect of articles man- 
ufactured by any of the parties to it to 
be transported beyond the state in which 
they were made.“ 


Combinations Held Unlawful. 


In Chesapeake and Ohio Fuel company 
vs. United States, 115 Fed., rep. 510, there 
was a combination of. all the miners of coal 
within a certain territory to sell all their 
product to one corporation, and the product 
was, in the natural course of business, 
shipped to other states. Both of these com- 
binations were held unlawful for the reason 


that they restrained the movement of the 


products of manufacture out of the state 
save upon terms dictated by the parties to 
the combination. If the fact that a com- 
bination has that direct and necessary effect 
brings it within the statute ite form is of no 
importance, for the statute says that every 
such combination is illegal. 

As already said, the mineworkers’ com- 
bination does not merely restrain interstate 
commerce but absolutely destroys it. Can 
it be seriously claimed that while a com- 
bination which restrains shipments of the 
state would be illegal one which absolutely 
prevents them would not? Manifestly the 
greater includes the less, and a combination 
which directly and immediately destroys in- 
terstate commerce by preventing the 
existence of its subject matter is quite as i!- 
legal as one which merely restrains the 
shipment of such matter out of the state. 
Otherwise a combination which restrained 
interstate commerce would be unlawful, 
‘while one which destroyed it would be be- 
yond the reach of the law. It is submitted 
that the national jurisdiction is subfect.to no 
such limitation. : 

Injunction Is Suggested. 

It seems clear, therefore, that a sult would 
lie against the members of the United Mine- 
workers’ association as a combination in 
restraint of interstate commerce within the 
act of July 2, 1890, and that a preliminary in- 
junction would be granted which could be 
enforced by all the power of the national 
government. This precise course was fol- 
lowed in the Debs case and was supported by 
the courts not merely on account of interfer- 


| ence with the mails but also on the ground 


of restraint of shipments from one state to 
another (64 Fed. rep. 724). It is submitted 
that this course would be proper in the pres- 
ent case. It would destroy the illegal com- 
bination to which the present strike is due.

Home in Jefferson street, the Doors 
ken In, and Fugitives Beaten 
Scalded with Hot Soup—Four 


The beginning of the feast of Yom Kippur, 
in the ghetto, was disturbed by labor riots 
along Jefferson street between the striking 
union bakers and their ge brethren, 
All the participants were Jews, and when 
policemen from four west side stations, who 
were summoned by riot calls, I 
quell the disturbance, four persons Were sent 
to the County hospital, while two | 
the rioters were arrested.

The principal disturbance occurred at the 
home of the Davidsons, to which the mob 
had pursued the noriunion men. The doors 
were broken in, the occupants of the house 
were thrown to the floor and trampled upon, 
and a bowl of soup which had been prepared 
as the only refreshment before the fasting 
of the day of atonement was overturned 
on them. Davidson was badly scalded, but 
the others escaped with slight burns. 

*™ Employes of Wittenberg Bakery. 

The injured men were employés in the 
bakery of A. Wittenberg, Jefferson and 
Fourteenth streets. They had refused to 
o on strike with the union bakers and 
several times had been threatened with vio- 
lence. Until yesterday afternoon they had 
mamaged to elude the union men. All the 
men are orthodox Jews, and knowing that 
the nonunion men would quit work before 
the beginning of the Yom Kippur at sunset, 
* strikere assumed positions about the 

They were questioned by hundreds of 
Jews who were going to the synagogues, 
where many intended remaining the twenty- 
four hours of the fast. The latter expos- 
tulated with the strikers when they ascer- 
tained their purpose, and a score of fights 
were in progress when the besieged men 
attempted to leave the bakery. They were 
at once attacked by strikers, while their 
friends struggied to assist them through the. 
mob to the home of the Davidsons, one block 
away. 3 

Riot Calls Sent In, 

Riot calls were sent in by spectators, and 
the wagons of the Maxwell, Despiaines, Lake 
street, and Canalport avenue stations re- 
sponded. When the wagons reached the 
scene the police Were unable to force their 
way to the center of the mass in which the 
nonunion men were struggling. 

The latter were finally able to force their 
way into the building, but the pursuers broke 
down the doors, which had been slammed 
against them, and the struggle was resumed 
in the room. In an effort to aid her hugband 
Mrs. Davidson was struck over the head, 
and, fainting, was trampled upon by the 


mob. 
Detectives Murray and Shaughnessy made 
their way through the crowd by displaying 
revolvers, and Morris Friedman and Mor- 
ris Bowman, said to be leaders of the non- 
were arrested. The victims 
of the attack were sent to the County hos- 
pital. It is thought that they soon will re- 
cover. 
One of the Greatest Holidays. 
Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, is one 
of the greatest holidays in the Jewish calen- 
dar and is rigorously observed in the Ghetto 
district. That the eve of the day wae selected 
for the attack on the nonunion men created 
a great etir in the district. There is prob- 
ably not another day which is so universaily 
observed by the Jews in all parts of the 
world as this. Orthodox Jews spend the 
whole day in the synagogues praying and 
fasting, while the reformed Jews make one 


or two visite to their temples without ob- 
serving 


the rigorous fast.

REHEARING IS GRANTED IN: 
CHICAGO COURT DISPUTE. 
Act Providing for Extra Judges in Cook 


County May Yet Be Held Valid by 
Highest Tribunal in the State. 


hearing was granted today by the Supreme 
eourt in the case wherein it was held in an 
opinion handed down at the June term of 
the court that the act of 1901, providing for 
the election of three additiona) Circuit judges 
and three additional Superior court judges 
in Cevk county was unconstitutional. 

The act in question provided for the elec- 
tion of these judges at the general election 
next month. The constitution provides for 
the election of such judges in June, and for 
this reason the act was held to be invalid. 
The brief filed says:  . 

“ We think this court will be surprised to 
learn that we have nine Circuit court judges 
and three Superior court judges sitting in 
Cook county today who were elected under 
like statutes to the one in controversy, six 
of whom have been acting as judges for 
fifteen years and six for nine years, and who 
have disposed of and adjudicatéa upon 
millions of dollars’ worth of property, have 
nted divorces, and have also authorized 
the, hanging of men and have incarcerated 
many, and that the penitentiary today con- 
tains hundreds who have a right to be dis- 
charged in case this act be unconstitutional, 
because the unconstitutionality of this act 
carries with it necessarily the unconstitu- 
tionality of the acts referred to, of 1887 and

COMBINE OF WHOLESALE 
GROCERS DECLARED NEAR. 


Trade Paper Says Plans Are Completed 
and Formal Action Will Be Taken at 


a Meeting in Detroit. 


— 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 10.—A grocery trade 
paper tomorrow will say that a combine, to 
include every wholesaler of groceries in the 
United States, ie in the course of formation. 
The paper will say: 6 

The details of the plan will not be made 
public until after Nov. 5 next, when the 
initial steps toward forming the combination 
will be taken in Detroit. An outline of the 
plan is as follows: | 

It is proposed to take over the businesses 
of the entire line of wholesale grocers in the 
United States. One great corporation will 
be formed which will buy outright the busi- 
ness and good will of all thefirms. A central 
office for the accommodation of the officers 
of the company will be maintained, probably 
in New York. This central office will, on all 
of the leading grocery products, do the buy- 
ing for all the houses in the corporation. 

“It is not proposed that the company will 
go into the manufacturing of grocery prod- 
ucts, but rather that the business between 
the large manufacturers and the company 
will be through one general office. It is ex- 
pected that this will enable the company to 
buy in such large quantities as to reduce 
greatly the first cost of the goods.“ 

Local wholesale grocers declared last night 
that they had not even heard there was a 
meeting of grocers contemplated in Detroit 
Nov. 5. Vice President J. J. Dau of Reid. 
Murdoch & Co. said the announcement was 
news to him. 

„I have heard no discussion of such a com- 
bination, said Mr. Dau, or an intimation 
that it was contemplated. I am satisfied 
there is nothing in it or some of the local 
wholesale men would have referred to it. 
Certainly our firm has 
on the subject.”

In the morning the rioters of Thursday were 
fined and the news inflamed the strikers, who 
planned similar attacks when the working 
force of the factory should leave the plant. 

The plan of thé strikers was made known 
to the firm early in the afternoon and a march 
was stolen on the pickets. At 4 o’clock the 
fifty girls who are loyal to the firm were told 
their day's work was over. They divided into 
two groups and stood at the Van Buren street 
entrance ready to take the first electric car 
that passed. When a west bourd car came 
along it was stopped, and all going in that 
direction were escorted from the door to the 
car by private detectives. Thesame method 
was pursued with those going east. 


Follow Small Girl. 


All was carried out quickly and without 

attracting the attention of any pickets save 
those nearat hand. A few moments later a 
ttle girl who had recefved her pay and was 
going home to rest until the strike was over 
left the Green street entrance. As she 
stepped out W. C. Ritchie followed her to see 
that nothing happened. She had gone but 
a few steps when a picket yelled and his fel- 
lows thought a fight was on. As they hurried 
to the scene the girl became frightened and 
started to run. ' 

The strikers followed her as she fled south 
on Green street. Thoroughly alarmed for 
her safety, Ritchie rushed to her ald and 
caught up with her just as the strikers began 
to surround and beat her. His presence 
caused them to fall back and he seized the 

‘opportunity to make for the entrance of the 
ellogg Newspaper company. Twice he had 
to stop and beat off assailants, and then the 
employés of the Kellogg company came to 
his aid. An hour later he returned to the 
factory and the girl got away in safety. 


Attack on Stenographers. : 

At 5 o’clock two of the stenographers, ac- 

companied by four special officers, left the 

Green street entrance and started for Con- 
gress street on the way to the Halsted street 

Station of the Metropolitan L. With yells 

and jeers men, women, and children fol- 

lowed. They crowded around the first ste- 
nographer and her escort. The women and 
girls pulled her hair and tried to scratch her. 

By dint of hard work the speciai police suc-

and paving blocks began to fly. ; 

The crowd forced them to the wall of Bern- 
stein's saloon, but before it could do much 
damage the three jumped through the rear 
entra: e, ran through the saloon, and to 
Halst: 2 street, where they were met by two 
policemen. The other stenographer had 
gone through some vacant lots and reached 
the doors of the station at the same time.

On Orthopedic Surgery.

It is with pleasure 
that I make some returns by publishing 
abroad the results of my own studies and 
investigations. Although Americans were 
the originators of orthopedic surgery, I be- 
Neve I am the first to adopt bloodless 
methods. In seeking to remedy deformities 
of the human body, this has appeared to 
me the most important consideration for 
the surgeon to bear in mind: That he shall 
not endanger the life of the patient. Many 


ot the operations are performed on children, 


whose frail systems cannot withstand the 
rigors of open surgery, and by my method 
the risk is greatly lessened. Not to jeopard- 
ue human life more than is absolutely nec- 
essary has been my aim. 

The method has been adopted not a little 
in America, the professor continued, and 
I have met doctors here who have studied 
with me in Vienna and who are eminent in 
medicine.” 

Prof. Lorenz would not speak of his patient 
he has come so far to treat, but he said it 
was the first time he had made any voyage of 
consequence for such a purpose. | 

“It has always been the other way,” he 
said. “ Since 1 began practicing my method 
I have had patients from all quarters of 
the world. But they have always come to 
me at Vienna and not I to them.“

them. These conditons tend to narrow the 
range of bonds that will be acceptable to 
the treasury department under its offer, and 
also to cut down the amount of money that 
otherwise probably would be released,

A noticeable change in public taste. is 
shown by the fact that few novels are now 
illustrated.

This is decidedly an improve- 
ment. There are few things more imperti- 
nent than the average artist's attempt to 
portray the characters of a novel.
